The inventions that are set forth in claims 1 to 4, 
6 to 10, 15, 22, 23 and 27 to 31 do not involve an 
inventive step in the light of document 1 cited in the 
international search report and document 2 cited in the 
international search report. 

It would be easy for a person skilled in the art to 
conceive of employing the invention that is disclosed in 
document 2 in the vehicle-mounted navigation device that 
is disclosed in document 1 and configuring so as to 
determine whether or not the estimated time of arrival at 
an establishment falls within the operating hours of the 
establishment when setting additional en-route 
destinations . 

The invention that is set forth in claim 5 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1, 
document 2 and document 3 cited in the international 
search report. 

Document 3 discloses the feature of presenting a 
plurality of routes. 

The inventions that are set forth in claims 11 and 
12 do not involve an inventive step in the light of 
document 1, document 2 and document 4 cited in the 
international search report. 

It would be easy for a person skilled in the art to 
conceive of employing the invention that is disclosed in 
document 4 in the vehicle-mounted navigation device that 
is disclosed in document 1 and configuring so that the 
period of time to be spent at a destination is 
registered. 

The inventions that are set forth in claims 16 to 
18, 24 and 25 do not involve an inventive step in the

a route by comparing the preliminary schedule with an 
estimated time of arrival that has been determined during 
travel and then adding or removing en-route destinations* 

The invention that is set forth in claim 21 does 
not involve an inventive step in the light of document 1, 
document 2, document 5 and document 6 cited in the 
international search report. 

Document 6 discloses the feature of changing the 
sequence in which the en-route destinations are visited 
when re-evaluating a route. 

The invention that is set forth in claim 26 does 
not involve an inventive step in the light of document 1, 
document 2 and document 7 cited in the international 
search report . 

Document 7 discloses the feature of supplying 
guidance information that leads to a destination when a 
vehicle enters within a predetermined range of the 
destination. 

The inventions that are set forth in claims 32 and 
33 do not involve an inventive step in the light of 
document 1, document 2 and document 8 cited in the 
international search report. 

Document 8 discloses the feature of generating 
route guidance information in a server that communicates 
with the terminal.
